ZBW seems to be Berlioz-conscious 


these days, for at the January 11 
“Proms” we had his “Carnival Romain” 
overture, last Sunday we had ‘Harold 
in Italy” and: tonight we are to have 
his “Symphonie Fantastique." The 
other two works this evening are Ire- 
land's “London Overture” and “Bor 
leske in D minor for piano and or- 
ehestra,” by Richard Strauss. 
_, John Ireland was born in 1879. He 
“is a modern composer, but not a sensa- 
tional one in the. sense of, say, a 
Bartok, Stravinsky or Prokofief. Like 
Richard Straus:, 
-firmly on the foundations laid by his 
predecessors; he has therefore -develop- 
ed on slower but, possibly, more natural 
lines than his contemporaries. A pupil 
of Stanford (which may explain this 
in part), he destroyed all his earlier 
works and first came to public atten- 
tion with his “Phantasy Trio in A 
- Minor” (1908) and his “Songs of a 
Wayfarer” two years later. 
’ + He enhanced, and established his re- 
putation with his Second Sonata for 
violin and piano, and has since com- 
posed many orchestral and chamber 
works which are simple in structure 
and of - traditional form. Ireland is 
modern, but individual, and makes no 
attempt to be the Sensation of-tho Day. 
As “Grove” puts it, his music “has 
character, ang he is’a composer who 
comes begre the public with all his 
‘ merits and faults gs one who cannot 
do otherwise than be honest with him- 
self and those he addresses.” 
£ s 


Richard Strauss, born in Munich in 
1864, is by no means the light-hearted 
Viennese that his name-sake was. His 
chief claims. to fame are his symphonic 
poems and his operas which (as noted 
above in the case of Ireland) are firm- 
ly built on the foundations of the* 
past; but he is. by no means even as 
modern as Ireland, for his -best music 

- reeks of the Gay Nineties period. He 
seems to have been at his peak be- 
tween, roughly, the 1890s and the open- 
ing months of World War One. . Since 
then, his music -has tended to grow 
simpler and more Mozartian—and to 
lack profound, creative thought. 

Neverthelets, he stil] seems to be 
-able to hold on to his title of “great- 
est living master of the orchestra,” 
thanks to his aknormal sense of colour 
and rhythm. backed by a well-cultured 
mind which has been broadened by 

-deep reading of both classical and 
modern literature. 

As for this particular work, it is 
not -really- Strauss at his best. It is, 
of course, ably scored but, as Bonavia 
points ort, “it draws out a genial idea 
to unconscionable. lengths.” 

e ° 


In the words of Ernest Newman, 
Hector Berlioz (1803-1869) is “the real 
- beginner of that interpenetration of 
- music and the poetic idea which bas 
transformed modern art." He realised 
his own position only too well. “I 
have taken up music where Beethoven 
left, it.” he said, and that ix perhaps 
never betfer illustrated than in to- 
night's work. 
“His orchestration is” always superb, 
_ often brilliant, and sometimes (purely 
. by accident) uncouth and even harsh. 
He has vital and often terrifying ideas 
which he is unable to translate into 
his music. so that one is taken aback 
by a sudden commonplace. At times, 
when the sense of the music requires 
one to be profoundly moved, one finds 
that Berlioz has merely succeeded in 
tickling one’s sense of the ludicrous. 
He himself regarded the structure of 
this symphony as a legitimate develop- 
ment of the Beethovenian principles— 
despite the fact that he frequently 
violates those very ideas he is attempt- 
ing to develop. But- despite their 
faults, all his pictorial cymphonies are 
noted for their newness of thought 
and treatment. and in this particular 
work he rises to real heights of ima- 
gination. 
Compozed during the years 1830-31, 
the “Symphonie Fantastique” was 


his music is based . 


written at a time when -Berlioz was 
in the throes of his -“‘pash” for a 
celebrated Irish ‘actress, Harriet Smith- 
son. She made a great: hit at Paris 
in Shakespearian rojes,- but was later 
hissed off the stage and became a 
peevish invalid. Berlioz married her 
in 1833. : 

In a preface to the published score, 
Berlioz says that a “young musician 
of an unhealthy, sensitive nature..... 
has poisoned himself with opium-in a 
paroxysm of lovesick despair....in this 
condition his sensations....find utter- 
ance in his sick brain in the form 
of musical imagery. Even the Belov- 
ed One takes the form of a melody in 
his mind, like a fixed idea which is 
ever returning and~which he hears 
everywhere.” This idee fire, indeed, 
returns in every one of the five move- 


-ments which make up this symphony. 


The work is a great test of conduct- 
ing, not so much in the many beauti- 
ful passages as in the occasional lapses 
into bombast; which have to be “excus- 
ed," as it were, by tactfully managed 
presentation. Most conductors content 
themselves, with giving a sound and. 
respectable performance; few dare to 
be brilliant.

Tchaikovsky, Rossini, Wagner 
and Mozart. The Jatter is a parti- 
cular favourite of this Mozartian sing- 
er.
